College  Demon  cagers.  winners  of 
the  Louisiana  Intercollegiate  Con- 
ference crown  and  the  runner-up 
team  In  the  S.  I.  A.  A.  conference 
tournament,  lost  their  opening 
game  In  the  National  Intercolleg- 
iate Tournament  at  Kansas  City. 
Mo.,  Monday  night,  to  South- 
eastern College  of  Durant.  Okla.. 
33  to  27. 

Coach  Prather's  squad  left  the 
campus  Sunday  morning  and  ac- 
cording to  reports  received  here 
did  not  arrive  in  Kansas  City  until 
a  short  time  before  they  were 
forced  to  play.  The  game  was  the 
third  In  the  national  play-off. 

According  to  reports  from  the 
game,  both  teams  were  sadly  off 
form,  with  Josh  Briley.  six  foot 
nine  inch  center  and  pacer  of  the 
Demon  pack  this  season  with  more 
than  300  points  to  his  credit,  get- 
ting only  six  points.  In  one  field 
goal  and  four  foul  shots.

The  Elementary  Science  Column 


THE  ANT  NEST 
By  Dr.  Lanretta  B.  Fox 


Everyone  has  read  about  the 
social  life  of  ants  and  their  fasci- 
nating habits.  Have  you  ever  ob- 
served them?  Let's  build  an  ob- 
servation nest  where  we  can  study 
their  activities.  This  Is  the  proper 
season  to  collect  a  colony  and  | 
start  an  ant  nest. 

Obtain  two  pieces  of  glass,  five 
by  eight  Inches,  for  the  top  and 
bottom  of  the  neat.  Cut  two 
strips  of  glass  one-quarter  of  an 
Inch  wide  and  eight  inches  long. 
one  piece  of  glass  one-quarter  of 
an  Inch  wide  and  Ave  inches  long. 
and  two  pieces  of  glass  one- 
quarter  of  an  inch  wide  and  two 
and  one-quarter  inches  long.  Find 
an  old  cup.  Mix  a  half  cup  of 
cement,  as  used  in  building.  Cover 
the  edges  of  the  strips  of  glass 
with  cement  and  fasten  them 
around  the  edges  of  the  large 
piece  of  glass  except  for  a  half 
inch  in  the  center  of  one  end. 
This  forms  a  glass  tray. 
Liltle  Red  Ant 

Collect  a  colony  of  ants.  Take 
a  small  covered  Jar  and  a  larger 
container  for  soU  along.  Choose 
a  small  colony  of  some  type  of 
little  ant.  The  little  red  ant 
found  in  fine  sand  along  roadsides 
Is  suitable.  Some  species  which 
live  under  stones  adapt  themselves 
to  life  in  a  nest  very  readily.  Ex- 
cavate the  nest  carefully.  Locate 
the  cocoons,  eggs  and  queen.  The 
white,  elongated  structures  about 
as  large  as  a  grain  of  rice  are 
oocoons.  Each  worker  picks  up  a 
cocoon  and  scampers  away  when 
the  nest  Is  disturbed.  The  eggs 
are  about  the  size  of  pin  heads 
and  massed  In  clusters.  Obtain 
both  eggs  and  cocoons.  The  queen 
occupies  the  lower  central  cham- 
ber. She  is  much  larger  than 
other  ants.  Her  sole  occupation 
Is  egg-laying,  She  Is  tenderly 
cared  for  by  the  workers  of  the 
tribe.  It  is  e-ssentlal  to  obtain  a 
queen.  If  you  cannot  find  her  in 
one  colony,  excavate  another  col- 
only.  A  colony  without  a  queen 
will  either  never  start  to  work  or 
cease  to  work  in  a  day  or  two. 
When  no  queen  Is  present,  the 
workers  roam  aimlessly  about  the 
nest  until  they  die. 

Bring  the  queen,  eggs,  cocoons 
and  a  few  workers  back  in  the 


covored  Jar.  Pill  the  large  con- 
tainer with  sand  or  soil  from  the 
vicinity  of  the  nest.  Sift  the  soil 
into  the  glass  tray  you  constructed 
until  It  U  level  with  the  edges  of 
the  glass  strips.  Clear  a  small 
area  In  the  center  of  the  tray. 
Mix  a  small  amount  of  cement 
and  spread  It  on  the  exposed 
edges  of  the  glass  strips.  Dump 
the  ants  into  the  cavity  in  the 
center  of  the  tray.  Quickly  cover 
the  entrance  hole  with  tape  also. 
Store  the  nest  in  a  dark  closet  for 
two  or  three  days.  When  the 
ants  have  settled  down  and  col- 
lected their  household,  bring  the 
nest  out.  Cover  the  surfaces  with 
cardboard  except  when  observing. 
Keep  the  colony  at  all  times  in 
subdued   light. 

Honey  Water 

Remove  the  gummed  paper  from 
the  nest  every  two  days  and  in- 
sert a  dropper  full  of  water  so  the 
soil  remains  moist  In  one  region. 
Feed  the  ants  dead  Insects,  bread 
crumbs  and  minute  pieces  of  meat 
once  a  week.  Occasionally  a  small 
amount  of  honey  water  may  t>e 
given.  To  make  honey  water  di- 
lute one  p!*rt  of  honey  with  two 
parts  of  water.  Never  give  too 
much  honey  water  because  the 
ants  will  tut  It  until  "drunk"  and 
forget  their  domestic  duties. 

Do  not  Jar  the  nest  at  any  time. 
This  excites  the  ants  and  inter- 
feres with  observations.  If  you 
expect  the  colony  to  prosper,  move 
with  deliberation  when  feeding. 
and  obsenlng. 

Entrance  Open 

U  you  want  to  leave  the  en- 
trance open,  place  the  colony  on 
an  inverted  glass  bowl  in  a  tray 
of  water.  This  surrounds  the  col- 
ony by  a  water  "moat."  Cover  the 
exposed  areas  with  a  piece  of 
cardboard  to  reduce  light. 

About  tv.0  months  are  required 
to  bring  a  brood  to  maturity.  The 
first  brood  of  the  season  Is  usually 
workers.  The  second  may  be 
queens  and  drones.  The  queens 
and  dronej.  leave  the  colony  amid 
great  excitement  on  their  marri- 
age flights  Soon  after  this  flight 
the  males  die  but  the  queens  lose 
their  wings  and  dig  a  small  cavity 
in  the  sand  to  start  a  new  colony.

Following  completion  of  his  stu- 
dies at  the  University  of  Arizona. 
Dr.  Lowdermilk  received  a  Rhodes 
Scholarship.  When  he  had  com- 
pleted three  years  of  study  at 
Oxford,  with  field  studies  in  Ger- 
many, he  received,  in  1915.  degrees 
in  the  School  of  Forestry  and  Ge- 
ology. From  December  1914  to 
Jauuary  1915.  he  served  on  the 
Commission  for  Relief  in  Belgium. 

Returning  to  the  United  States.

United  States  Forest  Service,  as  a 
forest  ranger  in  Arizona  and  New 
Mexico.  When  war  was  declared, 
he  Joined  the  10th  Engineers.  A. 
E.  F.  and  became  timber  acquisi- 
tion officer  for  the  Northeastern 
district  in  Pronce.  Then  he  ser\'ed 
for  a  time  on  the  special  commis- 
sion in  Paris  to  assist  the  Ameri- 
can Peace  Commission  in  deter- 
mining damages  to  forests  and 
farm  lands  in  battle  fteld  regions 
of  Prance. 

UnlversKy  of  M*nUiid 

After  Dr.  Lowdermilk's  return 
to  the  United  States,  he  was  ap- 
pointed district  research  ofUcer 
of  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service,  with 
headquarters  In  Missoula,  Mon- 
tana. In  1922.  he  accepted  a 
position  as  research  professor  in 
the  University  of  Nanking.  China. 
doing  special  work  to  determine 
the  ways  In  which  forestry  could 
contribute  to  famine  prevention 
in  the  Far  East.  As  a  part  of  his 
work,  he  compared  the  erosion 
conditions  on  cultivated  farm 
lands  with  those  of  temple  forests 
and  studied  the  influence  of  vege- 
tation on  water  run-ofl  and  ero- 
sion. 

In  1927.  Dr.  Lowdermilk  re- 
turned to  the  United  States  and 
entered  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia where  he  did  graduate  work 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Philosophy,  which  he  received 


in  1928.  Then  he  accepted  a  po 
sition  in  the  Forest  Service  n 
project  leader  of  studies  in  ero 
sion  and  stream  flow  in  the  Cah 
fornia  region. 

Paclflc   Science   Amoclotlon 

Dr.  Lowdermilk  was  a  delegate 
to  Congresses  of  the  Paclflc  S<-i 
ence  Association  at  Tokyo.  Japan 
in  1926  and  in  Canada  in  19S3 
He  is  chairman  of  the  standing 
committee  of  land  classiflcatton 
and  utilization  of  this  association 
He  was  an  official  delegate  to  the 
Third  International  Congress  of 
Soil  Science  In  England  In   1935. 

In  October  1933,  Dr,  Lowder- 
milk was  named  vice-director  of 
the  Soil  Erosion  Service  of  the  U. 
S.  Department  of  Interior,  and 
when  that  organization  was  re- 
named the  Soil  Conservation  Ser- 
vice and  became  part  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  -Agriculture,  in 
1935,  he  remained  as  as.iociate 
chief,  later  to  be  appointed  head 
of  the  research  division.
